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School  district  faces  investigation 


%  Police  investigate 
teacher,  student 
relationship

The  Maryville  R-II 
School  District  and 
Maryville  Public  Safety 
will  move  forward  with 
investigations  in  to  an  al¬ 
leged  improper  student- 
teacher  relationship. 


“We  arc  doing  the  very 
best  we  can  to  conduct 
our  investigation  in  a  law¬ 
ful  manner,”  Superinten¬ 
dent  Jay  Reese  said.  “We 
will  provide  information 
that  we  have  to  other 
agencies  as  needed.” 

The  issue  at  Maryville 
High  School  last  Friday 
morning  involved  a  fe¬ 
male  teacher  being  placed 
on  administrative  leave 
after  an  investigation  by 
the  school,  alleging  an  in¬ 
appropriate  relationship 


with  a  student. 

Wood  said  the  woman 
has  not  been  arrested  or 
taken  into  custody. 

Wood  said  the  infor¬ 
mation  and  evidence  that 
Maryville  Public  Safety 
has  gathered  will  at  some 
point  be  reviewed  by  the 
prosecutor. 

“We  have  been  in 
communication  with  the 
prosecutor  and  officers 
and  (we)  are  working 
with  this  very  closely  to¬ 
gether,”  Wood  said. 


The  school  has  taken 
all  appropriate  measures 
and  that  matter  has  now 
been  reported  to 
Maryville  Public  Safety 
for  a  full  investigation. 
Based  upon  the  school  re¬ 
porting  that  incident  to 
public  safety,  they  are 
seeking  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  to  meet  with  the  al¬ 
leged  victim. 

The  alleged  17-year- 
old  male  victim  has  not 
yet  filed  a  complaint  in 
the  matter. 


“I  can’t  even  assure 
that  there  will  be  one,” 
Wood  said. 

.  Contact  and  negotia¬ 
tions  for  a  meeting  are 
ongoing  with  his  legal 
counsel.  More  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  forthcoming 
as  this  investigation  pro¬ 
ceeds. 

Wood  said  Public 
Safety  will  completely  ad¬ 
dress  these  issues  as  is  ap¬ 
propriate,  either  as  inter¬ 
nal  school  matters  and/or 
criminal  investigations. 


Another  .incident  oc¬ 
curred  last  Friday  in  the 
Maryville  R-II  School 
District  at  Eugene.  Field 
Elementary  School.  It  began 
when  administrators  met 
with  the  office  manager  last 
Friday  morning  about  per¬ 
sonnel  matter.  As  a  result  of 
that  meeting,  she  was  placed 
on  administrative  leave  un¬ 
til  the  matter  could  be  inves¬ 
tigated  more  fully. 

The  principal  transported 
her  home  with  the  intent  to 
stay  with  her  until  a  family 


member  could  arrive.  She  en¬ 
tered  the  house  and  would 
not  allow  entry  by  the  prin¬ 
cipal.  It  was  after  a  family 
member  arrived  and  forced 
entry  to  the  house,  that  she 
was  found  dead,  having  taken 
her  own  life. 

Because  of  the  sudden 
death  of  a  staff  member  and 
the  shock  to  the  other  faculty 
and  students,  the  school  was 
placed  on  lock-down  as  a 
measure  to  better  control  that 
environment.  At  no  time  was 
the  school  in  danger. 


Additional  information 
on  that  investigation  will  be 
provided  if  and  when  ap¬ 
propriate. 

Reese  said  the  school 
district  was  very  pleased 
with  the  community  sup¬ 
port  given  to  Eugene  Field 
Elementary  School  from 
churches  and  counselors. 

On  Wednesday  investi¬ 
gations  began  regarding  the 
matters,  which  occurred  on 
Jan.  16.

Holden 

•  outlines 
budget

Dick  Wiles,  Northwests 
Government  Consultant,  is 
used  to  lobbying  in  Jefferson 
City. 

And  after  Gov.  Bob 
Holden  gave  his  State  of  the 
State  address  Wednesday,  he’ll 
have  to  convince  the  general 
assembly  to  avoid  any  more 
cuts. 

But  good  news  came 
Wednesday  morning  as 
Northwest  has  been  recom¬ 
mended  $29, 1 67,3 1 9  for  the 
2005  fiscal  year;  the  same 
level  of  appropriations  it  was 
given  in  the  2004  fiscal  year. 

“We  have  taken  some 
pretty  major  cuts  Over  the  last 
few  years,”  Wiles  said.  “I’m 
not  saying  we  k ,  , 

any  cuts,  but 
right  now  it 
doesn’t  look 
like  it  will  be 
big.” 

Cuts  to 
Northwest’s  £ 
appropria¬ 
tion  hinges 

on  the  proposed  closure  of 
corporate  loopholes  and  tax 
increases  on  gaming,  tobacco 
and  other  miscellaneous 
items.  If  those  proposals  are 
approved,  Missouri’s  deficit 
will  go  from  $773  million  to 
$500  million.  The  remaining 
$273  million  will  be  made  up 
in  cuts  to  the  state  budget. 

“We  were  hoping 
(Northwest’s)  budget  would 
not  be  cut,  so  we’re  pleased,” 
said  Ray  Courter,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  Finance.  “But  if  those 
cuts  are  not  enacted,  dtey  will 
end  up  with  a  deficit.” 

That’s  when  Wiles  comes 
into  play. 

Wiles,  who  is  a  Northwest 
alumnus,  took  over  as  the 
main  consultant  and  lobby¬ 
ist  for  the  University  after 
Tom  Vansaghi  resigned  in 
December. 

“Last  year,  due  to  all  of 
Tom’s  duties,  we  worked  for 
Northwest  in  the  legislature,

Standing  just  outside 
the  second  floor  ball¬ 
room  of  Hotel  Fort  Des 
Moines,  Jim  Rassman 
sipped  a  complimentary 
victory  beer  and  smiled. 

Seemingly  oblivious 
to  the  screaming  mobs  of 
supporters  and  cam¬ 
paigners,  throngs  of  re¬ 
porters  and  occasional 
sightings  of  A1  Franken 
or  James  Carville,  the 
Florence,  Ore.  native  rev¬ 
eled  alone  in  the  Iowa 
Caucus  victory  of  his 


good  friend  and  Vietnam 
war  buddy,  Massachusetts 
Sen.  John  Kerry. 

Rassman  deserves  to  be 
pleased.  After  all,  the 
former  Green  Beret  may 
have  had  an  influence  in 
Kerry’s  solid  caucus  win 
Monday  by  sharing  the 
story  tff  the  day  his 
former  commanding  of¬ 
ficer  saved  his  life  nearly 
35  years  ago  by  pulling 
him  out  of  a  Vietnamese 
river  under  heavy  gunfire. 
After  recently  being  re¬ 
united  with  Kerry,  a  few 
rally  speeches,  Rassman 
said,  are  the  least  he  fel¬ 
low  veterans  can  do  for 
their  old  friend. 

“On  the  bus  ride  back 
to  Des  Moines,  we  were 
talking  about  John  and 


the  things  we  remember 
about  him,  and  one  of 
the  guys  said  ‘If  he  told 
us  to  load  up  the  boat 
because  we  were  driving 
to  bell,  we  were  gonna  go 
that  way,”’  Rassman  said. 
“For  someone  to  say 
something  like  that  and 
to  feel  that  way,  that’s 
saying  a  lot.” 

The  same  undying 
loyalty  from  support¬ 
ers — civilian  or  other¬ 
wise — is  what  may  pro¬ 
pel  Kerry  through  New 
Hampshire  on  his  race 
for  the  Democratic 
nomination.

frontrunners  John 
Edwards  and  Howard 
Dqan  join  him  in  remain¬

Hugs,  smiles,  laughter 
and  tears  filled  Maryville’s 
National  Guard  Armory  as 
50  area  army  reservists  left 
for  Ft.  Eustis,  Va.  yesterday. 

In  a  ceremony  high¬ 
lighted  by  emotion  and  pa¬ 
triotism,  family  and  friends 
of  the  soldiers  got  their 
chance  to  say  goodbye. 
Since  last  November,  the 
Missouri  Army  National 
Guard's  129th  Field  Battal¬ 
ion  has  designated  approxi¬ 
mately  300  soldiers  for  Op¬ 
eration  Enduring  Freedom. 
*  Army  reservist  Ryan 
West  summed  up  .the  feel¬ 
ings  of  his  fellow  reservists 
as  he  visited  with  his  family 
for  the  last  time  for  at  least 
a  few  months. 

“I’m  sad,  I  miss  my  fam¬ 
ily,”  he  said,  clutching  his 
infant  daughter.  “I’m  happy 
to  be  serving  my  country, 
but  I’m  sad  to  be  leaving.  ’ 

Ryan’s  wife  Brenda  also 
said  she  was  experiencing  an 


array  of  feelings,  ranging 
from  sadness  to  pride. 

“I’m  very  proud  of  my 
husband,”  she  said.  “Like 
him,  I’m  sad.  Our  daugh¬ 
ter  will  be  turning  a  year 
old  and  he  won’t  be  here  for 
her  birthday,  but  I’m 
proud.” 

West  said  that  serving  in 
the  military  was  always 
something  he  wanted  to  do 
since  he  was  a  child  and 
that  he  knew  that  being 
away  from  home  was  part 
of  the  job.  But  the  reality 
of  being  away  from  his 
family  was  just  setting  in. 

“I  can’t  wait  to  come 
home,  a  year  is  a  long  time,” 
he  said  as  he  fought  back 
tears.  , 

Following  the  ceremony, 
which  ended  at  5  p.m.,  the 
troops  left  for  a  one-year 
tour  of  duty.  The  battalion 
contains  reservists  from  Al¬ 
bany,  Chillicothe,  Rich¬ 
mond  as  well  as  Maryville.

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New  committee  addresses  merger  concerns

Students  with  Northwest  merger 
concerns  and  questions  can  now  ex¬ 
press  them  to  a  new  committee. 

“We  want  students  that  have 
concerns  and  questions  to  come  for¬ 
ward,”  said  Student 'Senate  Presi¬ 
dent  Emily  Dix. 

The  Student  Senate-sponsored 
merger  committee  will  begin  to 
meet  within  the  next  few  weeks  to 
plan  how  it  will  gather  students’ 
opinions. 

“We  want  to  do  the  best  we  can 


to  gather  students’  concerns  and 
questions,”  said  Student  Senate  Vice 
President  Chase  Cornett.  “We  then 
want  to  take  students’  opinions  and 
put  together  a  formal  referendum 
that  states  whether  Northwest  stu¬ 
dents  want  to  support  or  not  to  sup¬ 
port  the  merger.” 

Cornett  will  head  the  committee 
that  will  rely  on  focus  groups  and 
internet  surveys  to  gather  students’ 
opinions. 

“Our  goal  is  to  get  students  to 
speak  out  about  this  issue,”  Dix  said. 

Cornett  said  the  committee  will 
begin  to  meet  every  other  week  un¬ 


til  March,  when  they  will  meet  weekly 
until  March  16. 

On  that  day  the  student  merger 
committee,  will  present  to  Student 
Senate,  a  referendum  based  on  their 
findings.  Student  Senate  then  will  de¬ 
cide  to  either  accept  or  reject  the  pro¬ 
posal.  If  passed,  the  proposal  will  be 
on  WcbSTAR  for  one  week. 

Cornett  said  the  idea  to  form  the 
student  merger  committee  came 
from  Student  Senate’s  governmental 
affairs  committee.  A  resolution  to 
form  the  committee  was  written,  and 
on  Dec.  2,  2003  Student  Senate 
passed  the  resolution. 


Dix  said  she  hopes  the  formation 
of  the  student  merger  committee 
will  bring  a  good  turnout  of  involve¬ 
ment  and  opinions. 

“The  number  one  thing  students 
can  do  to  help  the  committee  is  to 
complete  the  survey,”  Cornett  said. 

Cornett  also  asks  students  to  con¬ 
tact  him  or  Student  Senate  if  they 
have  any  questions  or  if  they  want 
to  help  with  the  committee. 

“We  want  to  make  sure  we  feel 
like  everyone  has  a  voice  on  this  is¬ 
sue,”  Dix  said.  “So  that  we  can  de¬ 
termine  the  student  stance  on  it.”

At  the  regional  compe¬ 
tition  in  Springfield,  Mo.,  students  de¬ 
bated  contemporary  issues  such  as 
peacekeeping,  international  drug  con¬ 
trol  and  Iraqi  reconstruction.  The  team 
.did  well  with  two  students  bringing 
■home  trophies. 

.  “It  gives  you  a  first-hand  experience 
'about  how  it  would  be  in  the  govern¬ 
ment,”  Missouri  Academy  junior 


Aadhar  Garg  said. 

Before  the  Model  UN  team  met, 
they  were  assigned  a  country  to  repre¬ 
sent.  The  Academy  team  was  the  del¬ 
egation  from  Spain.  They  learned  about 
the  issues  facing  Spain  and  how  the 
country  would  respond  to  those  issues. 
Members  of  the  delegation  were  then 
put  on  different  United  Nations  com¬ 
mittees.  In  October,  students  met  once 
a  week  with  Hesse  to  study  the  United 
Nations,  parliamentary  procedure,  cur¬ 
rent  events  and  how  to  draft  resolutions. 

“We  focused  a  lot  on  the  functions 
of  the  committee  each  person  was  on,” 
Missouri  Academy  senior  Sasha 
Echstein  said. 

Echstein  earned  the  “Top  Justice 
Award”  for  her  efforts  as  chairman  of 
the  International  Court  of  Justice.  The 
model  court  tried  real  cases  presented 


by  pre-law  university  students.  Echstein 
read  the  complete  case  log  of  three  real 
court  cases  to  prepare  for  her  duties  on 
her  committee. 

“It  was  interesting  to  see  how  coun¬ 
tries  interacted  in  various  committees," 
Echstein  said. 

Garg  earned  the  “Outstanding  Del¬ 
egate  Award”  for  his  efforts  on  the  Secu¬ 
rity  Council. 

“I  was  one  of  the  people  that  every¬ 
one  came  to  when  they  were  drafting  the 
resolutions,”  Garg  said. 

“You  don’t  think  of  Spain  as  being 
able  to  wield  a  lot  of  world  influence, 
but  he  was  able  to  influence  people  tre¬ 
mendously.  He  over-excelled,”  Hesse 
said 

Missouri  Academy  students  Lauren 
Davis,  Peter  Dempsey,  Lily  Ehlebracht, 
Jessica  Newman  and  Madison  Rosas  also 


participated  in  the  event.  Hesse  be¬ 
lieves  it  was  the  hard  work  of  those  stu¬ 
dents  that  made  it  possible  for  other 
people  to  receive  awards,  even  though 
they  didn’t  receive  awards  themselves. 
Davis,  a  senior,  believed  she  benefited 
from  the  experience  as  much  as  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  received  awards. 

“My  partner  and  I  had  never  been 
to  a  Model  UN  before,  but  we  picked 
up  a  lot  from  more  experienced  teams,” 
Davis  said. 

Echstein  thinks  it  would  be  benefi¬ 
cial  to  expand  the  program. 

“I  would  like  to  see  a  Northwest 
team  as  well  as  an  Academy  team,” 
Echstein  said.  “It  is  a  really  great  expe¬ 
rience  if  people  want  to  learn  about  in¬ 
ternational  affairs.”

■  Anxious  animals  await 
,  adequate  accommodations

Overcrowded  buildings,  constant  repairs 
^  and  lack  of  facilities  are  a  familiar  sight  to 
employees  of  the  New  Nodaway  Humane 
Society. 

These  problems  will  soon  be  a  thing  of 
the  past.  With  the  completion  of  the 
organization’s  new  Maryville  animal  shelter, 
resident  cats  and  dogs  will  enjoy  a  cleaner, 
t  healthier  environment. 

“We  always  had  to  spend  more  money  on 
the  shelter  to  pass  inspection  and  it  was  use¬ 
less,”  said  Merla  Findlay,  the  New  Nodaway 
County  Humane  Society  president. 

The  need  for  a  larger  shelter  is  evident  in 
the  number  of  animals  that  have  been  turned 
away  this  year  because  of  space  constraints. 

*  A  number  of  dogs  remain  in  outdoor  ken¬ 
nels,  unprotected  from  the  elements. 

According  to  Findlay,  the  as-yet-unnamed 
animal  Shelter  expects  to  open  its  doors 
sometime  between  mid-February  and  early 
March. 

The  7,400  square  foot  facility  will  reside 

•  on  eight  acres  on  South  Depot  Street.  Pro¬ 
duction  began  last  June,  one  month  after  the 
contract  was  signed,  but  the  initial  idea  has 
been  around  for  several  years. 

The  three  connected  buildings  will  con¬ 
tain  a  birthing  room  for  pregnant  dogs,  laun¬ 
dry  facilities,  an  adoption  room,  a  quaran- 
^  tine  room  and  an  education  room.  The  new 
facilities  will  feature  a  state-of-the-art  heat¬ 
ing  and  cooling  system  that  will  circulate 


clean  air  and  prevent  contamination. 

“It  will  be  an  attractive  building,”  Findlay 
said.  “It’ll  make  the  adoption  process  easier 
and  more  appealing.” 

Money  for  the  shelter  came  primarily  from 
several  large  donations.  The  society’s  origi¬ 
nal  founder,  Martha  Johnston,  contributed 
nearly  $300,000  to  the  fund  in  her  will.. 
Other  private  citizens,  including  Dolores  and 
Virgil  Albertini,  also  donated  to  the  society. 

“So  much  can  be  learned  about  a  com¬ 
munity  by  how  they  treat  animals,”  said 
Dolores,  a  former  member  of  the  Humane 
Society’s  Board  of  Directors.  “I  hope  that  this 
shelter  will  be  right  up  there  with  Maryville’s 
places  of  interest  and  that  it  can  be  pointed 
at  with  pride.” 

Dolores  and  her  husband,  Virgil,  remain 
members  of  the  New  Nodaway  Humane  So¬ 
ciety.  The  couple  donates  time  and  money 
to  the  production  of  the  animal  shelter.  In 
preparation  of  the  construction  they  traveled 
to  various  shelters  and  studied  them. 

“We  took  a  lot  of  ideas  from  a  lot  of  shel¬ 
ters  and  used  what  we  thought  would  work 
for  ours,”  Albertini  said. 

Fundraisers  will  continue  for  the  new  shel¬ 
ter  in  coming  months.  Main  Street  Coffee 
will  host  an  event  on  Feb.  1 9  with  Kurt  Bow¬ 
man  and  Jeff  Brown  performing  live  music. 
All  donations  will  go  to  the  Humane  Society 
fund.  This  spring,  the  Humane  Society  will 
conduct  its  annual  Salad  Luncheon  and  will 
begin  a  fund-raising  campaign.

Atkins  diet 
craze  arrives 
in  Maryville

Maryville  residents  can  now  munch  down 
on  chocolate  bars  and  hamburgers  guilt-free. 

With  the  recent  explosion  of  the  Atkins 
Nutritional  Approach  in  town,  the  only  catch 
is  the  chocolate  would  have  to  have  a  reduced 
amount  of  carbohydrates  and  the  hamburger 
would  be  minus  the  bun. 

Many  Maryville  businesses  noticed  the 
craze  and  hitched  a  ride  on  the  bandwagon. 

Subway  has  partnered  with  Atkins 
Nutritionals  Inc.  to  serve  low-carbohydrate 
wraps.  They  feature  a  turkey  and  bacon  melt 
wrap  and  a  chicken  bacon  ranch  wrap,  each 
with  less  than  1 1  net  carbohydrates. 

According  to  the  Maryville  Subway,  the 
wraps  are  already  selling  well. 

“We  usually  make  65  sandwiches  per 
hour,”  said  Katie  Judah,  a  Subway  employee. 
“On  average,  about  half  of  those  have  been 
wraps.” 

The  local  Hardee’s  is  also  taking  part  in 
the  action.  “The  Iiow-Carb  Thickburger”  is 
wrapped  in  lettuce,  which  results  in  49  fewer 
carbohydrates  consumed. 

Nick  Burke,  manager  of  store  operations 
at  the  Maryville  Hy-Vee,  said  at  the  first  of 
the  year,  they  too,  started  selling  low-carbo¬ 
hydrate  products. 

“We  have  a  section  in  the  store  for  Atkins 
brand  merchandise,”  Burke  said.  “We  also 
offer  Sara  Lee  low-carb  bread,  among  other 
products.” 

The  Atkins  Nutritional  Approach  was  de¬ 
veloped  by  Dr.  Robert  C.  Atkins  and  is  a' low- 
carbohydrate  plan  that  restricts  consumption 


Souper  Bowl  coordinator.  Sanderson 
said  the  goal  of  the  drive  is  to  collect 
2,000  cans. 

Established  in  1990,  Souper  Bowl  of 
Caring  is  a  nationwide  event  that  assists 
food  pantries  with  soup  collection  dur¬ 
ing  the  Super  Bowl  weekend. 

Sherri  Troshynski,  food  pantry  coor¬ 
dinator  of  the  Maryville  Ministry  Cen¬ 
ter,  hopes  the  food  drive  will  yield  an¬ 
swers  to  the  pantry’s  low  amount  of  soup. 
All  items  will  stay  in  the  Maryville  area. 

Plastic  bags  will  be  distributed  to 
homes  in  the  last  week  of  January  with  a 
note  explaining  what  the  bags  arc  for. 
The  bags  will  then  be  collected  on  Su¬ 
per  Bowl  Sunday,  Feb.  1 . 

Once  collected,  all  bags  will  be  taken

of  processed  or  refined  carbohydrates. 

Instead,  up  to  two-thirds  of  the  calories 
may  come  from  fat.  According  to  the 
American  Heart  Association,  this  is  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  recommended 
amount. 

For  instance,  the  wraps  that  Subway  of¬ 
fers  may  be  low  in  carbohydrates,  but  each 
have  more  than  twenty  grams  of  fat  and  over 
400  calories. 

Despite  immense  number  of  people  on 
the  diet,  not  all  see  the  Atkins  Nutritional 
Approach  as  a  good  idea. 

“Too  much  of  any  one  thing,  such  as  fat 
or  protein,  isn’t  good  for  you,”  said  regis¬ 
tered  dietician  Molly  Driftmier.  “People 
should  just  follow  the  food  guide  pyramid 
and  get  plenty  of  exercise  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  a  healthy  lifestyle.”

LETTER  FROM  THE  EDITOR 


It  goes  without  saying  diat  the  Maryville  R-II  School  Dis¬ 
trict  is  still  reeling  from  die  tragedy  that  struck  widi  the  Jan.  1 6 
death  of  Eugene  Field  office  manager  Nancy  McKee. 

Based  on  that  day’s  actions  by  editorial  board  members  of 
The  Northwest  Missourian,  an  apology  is  due. 

The  decision  to  send  a  Missourian  reporter  and  photogra¬ 
pher  to  Mrs.  McKee’s  home  one  week  ago  was*  without  a 
doubt,  ill-advised.  The  insensitive  action  likely  contributed 
to  the  grief  of  Mrs.  McKee’s  family,  friends  and  co-workers. 
It’s  a  decision  we  at  The  Missourian  deeply  regret.  Since  the 
incident,  a  new  policy  has  been  formed  to  prevent  further 
occurrences  of  this  nature.  1 

However,  with  apology  comes  explanation. 

Contrary  to  rumor,  it  must  be  said  that,  after  leaving  Mrs. 
McKee’s  home,  a  Missourian  reporter  and  photographer  did 
not  “camp”  outside  Eugene  Field  Elementary  School  to  take 
photographs  of  children  as  they  were  dismissed  early,  just  as 
they  did  not  “refuse  to  comply”  with  an  administrator’s  re¬ 
quest  that  they  leave  the  premises.  In  addition,  the  reporter 
and  photographer  were  not  escorted  from  the  scene  by  po¬ 
lice. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  two  teams,  each  consisting  of  a 
reporter  and  photographer,  showed  up  at  Eugene  Field  at 
different  times  that  day,  one  team  from  The  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian,  another  from  an  entirely  separate  and  independent 
publication.  Both  groups  arrived  at  Eugene  Field  after  re¬ 
ceiving  word  from  a  credible  source  that  a  lockdown  had 
occurred  at  the  elementary  school.  This  information  was  later 
confirmed  by  Maryville  Public  Safety.  Mrs.  McKee’s  affilia¬ 
tion  with  Eugene  Field  was  unknown  at  the  time.  After  be¬ 
ing  asked  to  leave,  both  groups  immediately  complied. 

Had  we  at  The  Missourian  been  aware  students  were  sim¬ 
ply  being  dismissed  early  because  of  the  tragedy,  our  reporter 
and  photographer  would  most  definitely  not  have  been  on 
the  scene.  Rest  assured  that  no  photographs — let  alone  those 
of  children — were  taken  at  Eugene  Field. 

As  the  community  is  very  much  aware,  The  Northwest 
Missourian  is  a  learning  atmosphere,  and  one  learns  no  better 
than  from  mistakes  such  as  these.  However,  we  are  truly  sorry 
that  our  folly  was  made  at  the  cost  of  further  grief  for  those 
closest  to  Mrs.  McKee. 

And  while  we  do  make  mistakes,  we  at  The  Missourian 
take  pride  in  maintaining  our  reputation  for  professional¬ 
ism,  one  which  has  suffered  throughout  the  past  week  thanks 
.  to  untruths  that  spread  like  wildfire.  We  hope  to  maintain 
our  positive  relationship  with  the  Maryville  R-II  School  Dis¬ 
trict,  as  well  as  all  citizens  of  the  area.  This  begins  by  owning 
up  to  our  mistakes  as  well  as  being  honest.  After  all,  diey’re  the 
two  most  important  factors  of  the  business  we’re  in.

The  decision  to  send  a  Missourian  reporter  and  photogra¬ 
pher  to  Mrs.  McKee’s  home  one  week  ago  was,  without  a 
doubt,  ill-advised.  The  insensitive  action  likely  contributed 
to  the  grief  of  Mrs.  McKee’s  family,  friends  and  co-workers. 
It’s  a  decision  we  at  The  Missourian  deeply  regret.  Since  the 
incident,  a  new  policy  has  been  formed  to  prevent  further 
occurrences  of  this  nature.  1 

However,  with  apology  comes  explanation. 

Contrary  to  rumor,  it  must  be  said  that,  after  leaving  Mrs. 
McKee’s  home,  a  Missourian  reporter  and  photographer  did 
not  “camp”  outside  Eugene  Field  Elementary  School  to  take 
photographs  of  children  as  they  were  dismissed  early,  just  as 
they  did  not  “refuse  to  comply”  with  an  administrator’s  re¬ 
quest  that  they  leave  the  premises.  In  addition,  the  reporter 
and  photographer  were  not  escorted  from  the  scene  by  po¬ 
lice.

out  of  taxes. 

“My  personal  opinion  is  the  Repub¬ 
lican  leadership  is  looking  at  social 
cuts,”  Wiles  said.  “Sen.  Peter  Kinder, 
leader  of  the  Missouri  Senate,  doesn’t 
want  to  see  the  drastic  cuts  they’ve  had 
in  the  past.  And  if  you  see  Republican 
leadership  have  their  way,  you  won’t, 
see  big  cuts  to  higher  education.” 

Wiles  and  his  business  partner,  Tom 
Rackers,  have  been  planning  for  the 
2005  budget  prior  to  Wednesday’s  ad¬ 
dress. 

“We  started  in  December  and  we 
were  with  (Hubbard),’’  Wiles  said.  “We 


started  appropriation  mark-ups,  so  the 
University  has  already  started  the  pro¬ 
cess  rolling.” 

Holden’s  proposal  will  be  debated 
by  both  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate,  and  must  be  on  the 
governor’s  desk  by  May  7.

Fisher  and  Dredge  arc  just  two  members  of 
the  Krazy  Quilting  Guild,  a  24  person  organiza-  wjmM 
tion  that  formed  in  1993.  Sip^g| 

The  women  began  the  group  to  learn  more  B 
about  quilting  but  came  away  with  so  much  more. 

“I  was  recently  widowed  when  I  joined,”  Dredge 
said.  “I  hadn’t  really  gotten  out  in  a  while  and  the  group 
really  helped  me  recover.  I’ve  made  many  very  good 
friends  from  the  guild.” 

Trudy  Dorrel,  one  of  the  founding  members  the  Krazy 
Quilting  Guild,  also  said  the  organization  has  brought 
her  many  new  and  lasting  friendships. 

“We  spend  time  together  outside  of  the  guild,”  Dorrel 
said.  “We  even  go  on  road  trips  to  visit  new  quilting 
shops.” 

The  group  meets  from  7-9  p.m.  on  the  third  Mon¬ 
day  of  each  month.  After  gathering  at  the  Community 
of  Christ  Church  at  First  and  Walnut,  the  women  share 
refreshments  and  catch  up  on  each  other’s  lives. 


“We  just  chatter  away  for  awhile,”  Dorrel  said. 

“There’s  a  lot  of  laughter  and  a  lot  of  sharing  of  ideas.” 

The  main  focus  of  the  guild  is  to  share  ideas,  so

Often,  Dredge  said,  a  drawing  is  held  to  give 
I  away  whatever  is  created.  Dredge  recently  learned 
f  how  to  do  kaleidoscope  quilts,  a  skill  she  has  now. 
(  perfected. 

.  “I  went  a  little  crazy  and  made  six,”  she  said  with  a 
f  laugh. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  group  holds  a  “show 
and  tell.”  The  women  bring  in  quilts  or  other  related 
items  to  share  with  the  guild. 

“It’s  the  highlight  of  the  evening, ’’Dorrel  said.  “That’s 
where  a  lot  of  learning  occurs.” 

In  order  to  further  the  learning  process,  the  guild 
maintains  a  quilt  library.  Members  can  checkout  books, 
patterns  or  magazines  for  a  one  month  period. 

The  wealth  of  materials  in  the  library  allows  mem¬ 
bers  to  continue  learning  at  home,  something  that  Fisher 
values.  She  said  that  quilting  is  a  therapeutic  outlet. 

“I  can  just  come  home  from  a  busy  day  at  work  and 
lose  myself,”  Fisher  said. 

Outside  of  the  regular  meetings,  the  guild  hosts  a  va¬ 
riety  of  workshops.  The  organization  has  brought  in  na¬ 


tionally  renowned  quilters  to  present  workshops 
in  Maryville. 

Each  year  the  guild  puts  their  newfound 
knowledge  to  use  by  creating  a  quilt  that  they 
raffle  off  at  the  Business  and  Pro¬ 
fessional  Women  Hobby  Show. 

Dorrel  said  the  group  usually  do¬ 
nates  part  of  the  proceeds  to  char¬ 
ity 

While  the  organization  focuses  on 
quilting,  they  try  to  encourage  social 
ization.  In  April,  the  each  member  draws 
names  for  a  secret  pal. 

“It’s  a  fun  aspect  of  what  we  do,”  Dorrel 
said.  “It  always  keeps  everyone  guessing 

Gifts  consist  of  new  quilting  tools,  unique 
fabrics  or  pieces  of  quilts.  The  following 
April,  secret  pals  reveal  their  identities. 

To  become  a  member  of  the  guild,

they  tend  to  force  loads  of  turnovers. 

In  their  first  six  M1AA  conference 
games,  they  forced  an  average  of  28 
turnovers  a  game,  including  35 
against  Pittsburg  State  on  Saturday. 

Along  with  the  strong  defense, 
another  key  to  the  Bearcats  winning 
streak  has  been  their  depth.

The  contributions  from  the  bench 
have  also  created  more  of  a  team  at- 
mosphere  around  the  squad.

Drake  said.  “By  starting  at  152  to¬ 
night  we  were  stepping  right  into 
our  strength  and  that  was  real  im¬ 
portant  to  us.” 

Starting  with  the  103-pound 
weight  class,  the  ’Hounds  lost  four 
straight  matches,  two  of  which  were 
forfeits. 

Jason  Tuggle,  wrestling  at  112
